Talk about frank “consumer- 
ists’! Business associations and 
corporations currently expanding 
their consumer education activi- 
ties in the schools will have 
their work cut out for them when 
they encounter some of today’s 
grammar school kids. 

The businessmen, and teach- 
ers under their influence, may 
find that they have to déal with 
a generation of youngsters al- 
ready skeptical of advertising, 
mainly because of long exposure 
to unbelievable TV claims, but 
also because of their own early 
experiences. 

BY COURTESY of Professor 
Richard L. D. Morse of Kansas 
State University, a leading con- 
sumer-education authority, we 
got hold of a set of student opin- 
ions on labeling and advertising 
collected by an enterprising fifth 
grade teacher. 

The project came about dur- 
ing a science class discussion of 
synthetic and real sponges. One 
of the fifth-grade boys declared, 
“you can’t trust a label. The 
manufacturer would probably lie 
and say it was real when it was 
not.” Most of the other students 
expressed similar distrust, Dr. 
Morse reports. Several days later, 
the students were assigned to 
write their opinions about label- 


ing and advertising. 
ESPECIALLY. interesting are | 
theif reactions to TV. This is a} 
group that has never known a 
world without TV, and has got- | 
téh most of its impressions from 
the big eye.

The state has rescinded the policy that public assistance | 
recipients could put aside for their children’s college education | 
what little extra money they might occasionally find they have. | 

If any such money comes their way~an insurance benefit 
payment or a damage award, for instance—it must be applied 
against the cost of relief, saving the state and not benefitting 
the recipient's children, says Governor Reagan's welfare | 
director. 

Says he, “it is not an appropriate function of the welfare 
system to provide for the future.” 

The future which the Reagan administration now is aban- 
doning could be a college education with attendant skills and | 
employability which would prevent a welfare recipient's children | 
from entering that weary old poverty cycle. 

The poverty cycle, in which children follow their parents 
onto relief, is supposed to be a target of the so-called ‘‘creative | 
society” in Sacramento. 

But to the Sacramento regime, a buck in the treasury now 
outweighs the savings of thousands of dollars and the misery 
of poverty in keeping future adults off relief. |

Eighteen thousand members of 
Machinists Airline Employees 
District 141 waited this week for 
the clock to start running before 
they can launch a nationwide 
United Air Lines strike. 


Machinists, who authorized a 
nationwide strike against UAL by 
a 97.1 per cent vote, were sty- 
mied by failure of the National 
Mediation Board mediator to cer- 
tify to the board until mid-Aug- 
ust that a deadlock exists. 

A 30-day countdown, required 
by the Railway Labor Act before 
a strike, can begin only after a 
deadlock has been certified, the 
board proffers arbitration and 
the union or company rejects it. 
The old United contract expired 
last December 31.
